As long as the present duke lives, however, he will 
maintain his residence there. but on his death the 
property will pass into the hands of a building com- 
pany, witch will quickly blot out this famous 
landmark, identified with the political and socia- 
greatness of England for more than a century. 

The present house, so dingy and architecturally 
ugly on the outside, but so magnificent within, was 
built in 1738, replacing a Devonshire palace on the 
same site that had been destroyed by fire. 

Toward the close of the eighteenth century the 
house acquired great fame. Its mistresst—he beau- 
tiful duchess whose portrait by Gainsborough was 
stolen, returned and then purchased by Mr. J. Pier- 
pont Morgan—made her drawing room the gathering 
of highest society. Her husband made it at the 
Same time the headquarters of Whig politicians, 
and under its roof many famous men assembled, 

In this room was planned the campaign of Charles 
James Fox for parliament in 1784. one of the greatest 
political fights in English history... Lady Georgiana, 
the fair duchess, was his best agent, winning votes 
for him with. her kisses. 

Devonshire house has kept up its fame to the pres- 
ent day. Visiting kings and emperors frequently have 
been guests under its hospitable roof, and sovereigns 
of England have been its constant visitors. 

In modern days the most noted event celebrated 
therein was the fancy dress ball given by the pres- 
ent duchess in 1897 on the occasion of Queen Vic- 
toria’s diamond jubilee. All the gorgeousness that 
money could buy and ingenuity suggest was dis- 
played. The pick of English society was there, 
headed by the present King himself in the costume 
of a Knight of Malta. The Duke was dressed as 
Emperor Charles V of Spain and the duchess, in a 
dress of gold cloth, dazzling with jewels, represented 
the gorgeous Assyrian Zenobia, queen of the East. 

The destruction of the house will end the exist- 
ence of it= beautiful staircase, a low-stepped, curv- 
ing stair of marble and alabaster, with its handrail 
of solid crystal. None of the modern palaces’ can 
show a stairway of such beauty, nor one trod by the 
feet of sq many famous men and women 

On the walls of the dining room, of the drawing 
room and of the spacious ballroom are some of the 
rarest art treasures of the old world. There hang 
Titian's “Madonnas, the. Child and St. Elizabeth.” 
Murillo’'s “Moses in the Bulrushes,”” and fine ex- 
amples of most noted painters of many centuries. 

London will lose ohe of its most prized landmarks 
in Devonshire house, but it must give way to the 
march of modern life. The Duke of Devonshire has 
so many other houses that his successor wil! not be 
without a home.

May i1—Many of the effects of the 
Queen Isabella of Spain, who died recently in Paris. 
will be offered for sale. Among them isa painting 
that has a romantic history, revealing some of the 
good traits-of this most reckless Queel. 

Before her exile, when as Dowager Queen she was 
causing all manner of political and social troubles in 
royal circles, she received a visit from the painter 
Antonio Gisbert, who had been ruined financially by 
some political upheaval in Spain. Isabella lent him 
$190,000, taking no security. Gisbert afterward 
achieved fame asa painter of historical subjeets and 
some portraits. Among the latter is a portait of 
the late William Astor of New York, which is well 
known. 

Gisbert never acquired wealth enough to repay his 
debt to the generous Queen, but after his death, 
some years ago, his children found among his pa- 
pers a memorandum of the loan and promptly offered 
her several of his best works. The Queen selected 
only one and returned the remainder, saying that 
the debt was canceled. 

This painting is a striking one. representing the 
Emperor Francis | meeting his betrothed. it is now 
Valued at $10.000

Among other subscriptions was. one from 
Judge Henry 8.

H. Phelps, legislative agent of the Gould 
railroad interests. 

Relative to Phelps’ contribution, Cook 
testified: 

“¥ entered the Phelps $2100 as paid by 
myself. I also in 1898 entered $1000 
paid by Col. Carroll as coliected by my- 
self.” 

The corrupt practices act requires that 
the true source of all carmmpaign contribu- 
tions shall be certified to under oath, but 
this law, Cook confessed, he ignored. 

Cook's testimony relative to the Transit 
company’s $6000 contribution is as follows:

GALVESTON, Tex., May 14.—Texas rail- 
ways are duing all they can to promote the 
raising of vegetables in Southern Texas, 
where the land is peculiarly adapted to 
truck -farming. W. E. Ogston, traveling 
agent of the Santa Fe, who has been pro- 
moting a special refrigerated car service, 
says: 

“The great advantage Texas truck grow- 
ers have over those of all other western 
territory is that vegetables and fruit de- 
velop here three to six weks earlier than 
they do there. From Gainsville south on 
the lines of the Santa Fe these truck 
conditions prevail, and the growers find a 
ready market as far north as Chicago and 
as far west as Denver. In systemizing the 
refrigerator cispatch service in Texas the 
company is merely trying to provide a 
quick and adequate means of getting these 
products to their distant markets. The 
pot cars of the California fruit shippers 

ave been placedin the Texas field, giving 
to growers of this section a service unsur- 
passed by any in the United States. The 
cars are provided with ice chests on the 
principle of the household refrigerators, 
These ice chambers have a capacity for 
five tons of ice, and the ice su ply is re- 
plenished every twenty-four hours. Al 
of whica ts illustrative of the steps being 
taken to get vegetables to our northern 
friends in a fresh condition.

TOKIO, May 14.—Reports indicate that a 
battle is raging, or has been fought, in the 
hills surrounding Hsiu Yen. The frst re- 
ports indicated that the battle commenced 
Thursday, but no definite report of the re- 
eult can be stated as authorative. 

The Russians are said to have lost more 
than 1500 men and to_have withdrawn, 
leaving the town tv the Japanese. 

Haiu is directly in the path of the Japan- 
eso first army corps and a battle at that 
point was to be expected. The country is 
very hilly there and the outcome of the 
battle would depend largely upon strategic 
positions. 

Hai-Cheng would be the objective point. 

Reports also reach here constantly of 
fighting in progress at points near Port 
Arthur, but reports of the fall of that city 
after a bloody battle and the loss of 10,000 
men are undoubtedly premature, 

It is believed here that the Russian 
forces on Liao-Tung peninsula are between 
tho advancing armies of the Japanese and 
are sure to be caught as the trap closes. 

The Japanese troops Thursday occupled 
Sou Yin, 60 miles east of Liao-Yang, on 
the mail rozxd. No information is ob- 
tainable of the force there. The country 
there is also nilly.

RUSSIANS REPORT THE

ST. PETERSBURG, May 14.—Disquieting 
news regarding the attitude of the Chi- 
nese is contained in dispatches from officers 


at the front Issued by the general staff to- 
night. In addition to giving further details 
of the eutting off of Port Arthur and con- 
firming the report of the Japanese advance 
upon Liao Yang, these dispatches state 
specifically that the Chinese have 
menced hostilities against the Russians. 
Major-General Karkevitch reports that the 
Chinese attacked his outposts on the Feng 
Wang Cheng road leading to Saimatsi. 
Gen. Pflug telegraphs that according to 
repofts of patrols and missionaries the Chi- 
nese at Tapadziatsi, 160 miles northwest of 
Mukden and just outside the Russian 
sphere of influence, are preparing to rise 
anes the Russians and Christians gen- 
erally 

As showing the extent of the hostile att!- 
tude of the Chinese, attention is particu- 
larly called to the fact that disance in an 
air line from that point where the Russian 
outposts were attacked and Tapadziatsi Is 
200 miles. The authorities say that this 
matter affects not only Russia but the 
whole civilized world, as it is feared that 
the rising wil] spread to other parts of the 
empire.

Thousands of sightseers, startied by the 
clanging engines and ga.loning horses 
dashing down the main Exposition ways, 
cheered Pics. Francis 
to the firemen, directing the Jefferson 
Guards and stationing them so as to pre- 
vent the crowd 
fighters. 

The box from which the deter was turn- 
ed in is neur the middle of the west side 
of the Pluza St. Louis. The square was 
thrunged by an immense crowd listening 
to band concerts. 

Pres. Francis was seated in 
at the Administration bullding, 
few minutes before Starting for an even- 
ing function, when the alarm was turned 
in. When he learned the alarm was from 
the very heart of the Exposition, he dashed 
(oO the door, jumped into an open carriage 
and ordered the driver to gallop his horses. 

Meantime all the fire companies on the 
grounds, together with several from the 
west end of the city, had reaponded to the 
alarm. 

The noise of the clanging bells. the sparks 
s.rcaming from the flying engines. and the 
mad efforts of the Jefferson guards to get 
women and children on the crowded ways 
out of their path, created great exc tement, 


and the confusion was at its highest when 
Presid nt Francis arrived. 

Jumping from his carriage, he ordered all 
the Jefferson guards in the vicinity of non 
eenteul enir nes lo fie Vare hduoMr 
building. to line up and prevent the crema 
from coming nearer than the usual distance 
of fire lines. Then he directed thim to 
break ranks in the crowd for the fire men to 
= t through. and in a few moments had 
ord r res ored. 

Busy firem:n meanwhile were battering 
at the big door, while others were stretch- 
ing hose and mak'ne connections. Aff r 
yreliminary work sufficient for fighting a 
owntown blaze extending over a block had 
been completed the firemen failed ‘o find 
even a sign of smoke The person who 
turned tn the alarm could not be found. 

A second false alarm wag turn d in just 
as the men were return ng to their sta- 
tions It was telephoned from the w:st 
restaurant, just above the Cascades, by a 
man who had observed mingled smoke and 
steam from the restaurant kitchen The 
man was held by th Jefferson guards. but 
was later released when it was believed that 
he had really mistaken the smoke and steam

any other bridge. The Merchants’ Terminal railroad was 
chartered to serve this competitive bridge, to extend its 


competition into the terminal railroad service of the city of 
St. Louis. All of its franehises, rights-of-way and other 


privileges were granted with the understanding that it was 
to compete with the terminals of Eads bridge. It had the 


right of entrance into Union Station. It had franchises 
for a belt line which would tap trunk lines. Both the 
Merchants’ Terminal railroad and the Terminal Railway Co., 
its competitor, reached into another state and outside the 
boundaries of St. Louis to compete for business. They had 
competitive terminal lines with practically common tracks 


under the laws of the ‘state. The advantage of consolida- 


tion was an advantage to the railroads in which the public 
might or might not share, according to the will of the rail- 
roads controlling the monopoly. The anti-monopoly law is 
intended to prevent just such combinations having power 
over transportation. 

Judge Valliant’s reasoning from the tentative act of the 
Gereral Assembly of [571 that the constitutional conven- 


tion must have had in mind excepting terminal railroads 
from the provision of the constitution prohibiting the con- 
solidation of parallel and competing lines, is remarkable.

Judge Valliant’s reasoning and conclusion are directly 
contrary to the reasoning and conclusion of The judges of 
the United States circuit court and of the United States 
supreme court. If he is right, both of these federal court« 
are wrong in their decisions in the Northern Securities 
case. If they are right, he is wrong. Anti-monopoly laws 
and the constitutional provisions are enacted for the pur- 
pose of protecting the people from the power of monopoly 


to oppress them. They take no account of the possible 


business advantage of monopolistic combines. 

Judge Gantt goes to the heart of this question when he 
states that. the purpose of the constitutional convention 
provision was obviously to prevent railroad monopoly. He 
accepts the language of the constitution as meaning what 
‘t cavs without consideration of mental reservations in the 
minds of the constitution makers or of the business advan- 
tage of a monopoly which might subsequently appear. He 
accepts the word “railroad” to mean all railroads which are 
chartered and operated under the general law of the state 
without: distinction as to the locality of the rails or the 
conditions under which they do business. 

The decision of the state supreme court is significant of 
ite attitude towards railroads and railway combines. For- 
tunately it only checks one step in the struggle for protec- 
tion of the public from the oppression of railroad monopoly. 

There are other means of relief. The bridge and terminal 
combine handles interstate business and comes under the 
federal anti-trust law.

THE CYLINDER BOOKS OF BABYLON. 

Henry Smith Williams, in Harper's Magazine for May. 
In addition to the flat tablet, the Babylonians and Assy- 
rians wrote some of their books on large prisms and 
cylinders. Some of these cylinders are as much as two feet 
in length and eight to ten inches in diameter. Being 
made of the same material as the tablets, they are neces- 
sarily heavy and cumbersome, yet they were in some 
ways more convenient for reading, since they were per- 
forated longitudinally, and placed on @ spindle, so as to 
revolve. In some cases the writing runs from end to 
end of the cylinder, which is then suspended horizontally. 
In other cases the cylinder is upright, the columns run- 
ning from top to bottom. In the latter case the book is 
usually not a true cylinder, but a prism of six, eight, or 
ten sides each side inscribed with a separate column of 
writing like the page of a book These prisms and cylin- 
ders were commonly selected by the kings to contain rec- 
ords of their deeds. Thus the British Museum contains 
prisms on which are recorded achievements of such 
famous conquerors as Sargon, Sennacherih, and the Elam- 
ite warrior Cyrus. The last-named ¢ylinder has pecullar 
interest because it describes the taking of Babylon.

Circumstances Surrounding the Death 
of Young Philadelphia Millionaire 
Are Full of Mystery, Though Two 
Are Held for Murder.

BRISTOL, Tenn., May 14.—Nearly a week 
has passed since the body of Edward L. 
Wentz, the young Philadelphia millionaire 
mine superintendent, who disappeared Oct 
14, 193, was found in the mountains near 
Stony Gap, Va., just across the state line 
from here, yet people here have not ceased 
to discuss his mysterious death, nor will 
they ceagpe for many a day to come. 

Nor will they cease to discuss the peculiar 
verdict of the coroner's jury, that young 
Wentz came to his death “through the acci- 
dental disoharge of his own revolver."’ 

Many belleve that he committed suicide: 
others that he was murdered, while some 
are content with the theory of accident. 

Hiis parents and brothers, who reside in 
Phiiadeiphia, to which city the body wag 
taken in a private car, believe with ail their 
hearts that Edward Wentz was murdered,

An American Business Man Tells of 
the Difficulties to Be Encountered 
on the Island—Living Costly. 


LAW USED TO LEVY BLACKMAIL 


Spaniards, He Says, Control All Mer- 
cantile Pursuits and the Bulk 
of the Money There.

ILAVANA, May 14—An American mer- 

chant who has been doing business in Cuba 
since its evacuation by American troops, 
and who, with Yankee persistence, is still 
trying to overcome the adverse conditions 
which he and other Americans have found 
has the following to eay of his per- 
sonal experience and views: 

“When the United States government 
turned over the island to the Oubans they 
delivered a treasury containing about $600,- 
000. Now after a year and a half the Cu- 
ban treasury has a balance of nearly four 
millions in United States gold coin buried 
in its vaults, and as it owes nothing, it 
stands alone among the countries of the 
world and this saving had been made after 
paying extravagant salaries in offices nec- 
essary and unnecessary. They have kept 
up the sanitation and the schools and the 
taxes. 

“This money looks to most of these poli- 
ticians like the caged canary did to the cat, 
but so far President Palma has been able 
to keep the canary safe. Of course it is 
no secret that the United States elected 
Palma, and to illustrate how necessary it

“The American population has decreased 
materially since the withdrawal of the 
United States Government from the island 
Cuba, as yet, is not an attractive place for 
white people to live in.

RIGHT-OF-WAY WAR 


Rival (Companies Contending in 
Courts and With Arms for the 
. Privilege of Building Line. 

IOWA CITY, Io., May 4.—There is every 
prospect that the next few weeks will see 
a war of rival electric lines in Iowa City 
that would form a thrilling chapter in any 
novel. The trouble started along in March, 
when the Eastern Iowa ra‘iway people 
from Cedar Rapids succeeded in buying the 
of the right-of-way of the Davenport, Mus- 
catine & lowa City electric road before the 
latter company knew what they were do- 
ing. . The Davenport company had been in 
the field for the last two years, promising 
the road would be built during each 
succeeding summer. During this winter 
they have asked for the right to use the 
city streets at this point, and the right has 
been granted to them. They have asked 
for the same rights in the other cities 
through which they have bought Httle or 
nothing of the right-of-way which they 
must buy before they start the work on 
the line. 

During the first days of March it was 
reported in lowa City that a new comp» 
was operating along the Hne of the old 
road, and before anyone was fully aware 
of the fact the Eastern Iowa Railroad Co. 
had completed its surveys, which are the 
same as those made by the Davenport peo- 
ple, and had bought most of the right-of- 
way. They also began condemnation pro- 
ceedings against property on the south side 
of the city which was necessary for the 


buliding of the first company’s lines. The 
older company went into court and tried 
to show that the Intruder was not a prop- 
erly organized company end that the acts 
which they had done were not legai. But 
they were unsuccessful. The new company 
was ablo to hold all of the land whioh they 
had bought, but to continue the condemna- 
tion proceedings which they had started. 

Since that time the companies have lived 
in a state of armed hostility and have not 
come into direct contact again. But re 
cently trouble has arleen over the division 
of the streets which each company is to 
have, and though neither company has 
turned a shovelful of dirt, they are making 
ust as earnest a fight as if the roads were 
uilt. Some there are who assert that the 
Eastern lowa Railroad Co. has only been 
organized with the intention of buying out 
the right-of-way of the old company and 
holding it until they were id a large price 
to leave, but it is also claimed that they 
are a legitimate company and really intend 
to build the road. Further developments 
are looked for with interest.

Louisville Surgeons Try the Nove! Experiment of Humoring 
Woman Who Imagines She Has Tumor. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 144—Carefully 
wrapped in bandages and laboring under 
the delusion that she has undergone a dan- 
gerous operation for a tumor in the stom- 
ach, a New Albany, Ind, woman Mes at 
the Kenatucky University on Broadway, 
while ber physicians are carefully watch- 
ing her in the anticipation that their unique 
deception may permanently cure the hys- 
teria with which she has been affected for 
several months. 

The experiment is a rare one. The pa- 
tient was operated upon several years ago. 
Since that time, her physicians say, she 
has been constantly harassed with the hal- 
lucination that there would be an ultimate 
recurrence of the ‘tumorous growth. About 
three months ago she suffered fright which 
upset her nerves. A few days afterward 
she fancied she detected symptoms of a 
recurring tumor. Her physicians made a 
careful examination, but could find no 


traces of the growth. She insisted on an 
operation, however, and the physicians ar- 


ranged the deception. 

Just enough opiates. were administered 
to»-reduce her to a state of semi-con. 
sciousness. She could hear and feel 
vaguely, but could see nothing. The 
physicians, speaking gravely, spent con- 
siderable time in definitely locating the 
supposed tumor. When all was in readt- 
ness one of the doctors produced a4 
pitcher of ice water, which he held above 
the part supposed to be affected and al- 
lowed a drop to fall at intervals of 
about 15 seconds. With each drop of 
water, the patient winced and occasion- 
ally groaned as if in great agony. Once 
or twice one could be heard to whisper 
that the doctors be carefu.ly and not cut 
her too deep. Finally, when it wags 
thought the hoax had been successfully 
carried to completion, the doctors 
swathed the patient in bandages and had 
her removed to a room. 

On awakening, she found herself in 
the presence of two trained nurses, who 
are keeping up the deception, by not

The gun 
then rises, muzzle first, through a hote in 
the shield, being lifted into position by 
hydro-magnetic machinery, needing only a 
few galions of water. The shock of firing 
causes it to vanish automatically into the 
pit, both gun and gunners being thus in 
comparative safety throughout a battle. 

A “one-piece” gun is almost, if not qulte, 
the latest triumph of a famous gunmaker. 
To overcome the danger of having hifden 
flaws in bia guns, it was formerly con- 
sidered necessary to build a gun in a series 
of thin tubes, placed one over another until 
the proper thickness wag reached. Gatling’s 
process, however, makes it safe to con- 
struct the gun in a singie piece, thug ren- 
dering it possible to produce a gun in about 
one-sixth of the time otherwise required, 

This in itself is a big advantage in time 
of war; but the metal used is, goreover, Ww 
per cent stronger than that. usually em- 
ployed, being an alloy of steel, the tensile 
strength of which is no less than 105,0 
pounds to the square inch! 

A gun which is smokeless, noiseless, 
fiashless, and without recoil is surely a 
triumph of which the inventor—a French- 
man. named Humbert—may be proud. It 
huris projectiles at the rate of twenty a 
minute, and each projectile contains 24 
shot. No earlier field gun had ever been 
able to fire with such rapidity, and the ef- 
ficiency of this new invention was tested by 
setting up a dummy régiment at a distance 
of four miles from the gun, and then firing 


A deadly little hand weapon of which one 
geldom hears is the Borchardt gun. It is 
a@ magazine rifle with a detachable butt, 
which makes it possible to use it either as 
a gun or a pistol. It will send a bullet 
1500 yards, and its main peculiarity is that 
it will discharge either a single cartridge 
or several with one pull of the trigger. It 
has only one barrel, but it fires eight bul- 
lets in one-third of a second. 

A remarkable invention, which ts expect- 
ed to revolutionize the use of firearms, is 
the hyposcope, It has been tested at Bis- 
let, England, and has been inspected and 
unanimously approved by the small arms

No loss to the radium can be measured 
on the most delicate chemical] balance after 
several months, although the particles giv- 
en off during that time number up into the 
millions. In gepite of the small size of 
these particles, however, they have been 
measured and weighed, the weight being 
compared to hydrogen as the next lightest 
substance known. 

Every substance except the rare gas 
helium is liquid or solid at the temperature 
at which hyldrogen liquifies. At this low 
temperature all chemical changes cease ex- 
cept the change that takes place when ra- 
dium gives off its luminous particles and in 
that Hes the importance of the experiments 
that will be made at the World's Fair under 
Prof. Dewar's supervision. 

Why should radium retain its activity and 
have it doubled or trebled when all other 
substances seem paralyzed with the intense 
cold? From the answer to this question 
the exact nature of radium may be learned. 
The mystery that surrounds this substance 
may be solved at the World's Fair. 

Early in the nineteenth century a theory 
of the universe was put forth by a 
chemist named Prout and is known as 
Prout's Hypothesis. Briefly stated it was 
that every kind of matter is evolved from 
simpler forma and that at the base of all 
is a primal matter into which all sub- 
stances that are now classed ag eclement- 
ary may be split up. From this primal 
matter was built up all the forms of life 
from the so-called simple gases to the 
complicated cellelose and protoplasm of 
vegetable and plant life.
